HORSES BEGIN TO SHOW FAST TRIALS AT 
KENTUCKY ASSOCIATION COURSE. 



Carlton G. Runs Mile and Three-Sixteenths in 1:58% 
and Question Mark Goes Mile and an Eighth in 
1:51% in Winning Stake Race. 



Detroit, Mich., September 4. — Holiday race-goers 
turned out in force at Windsor this afternoon. It 
was the last chance for lovers of the thoroughbred 
to enjoy their favorite sport in this section until 
next season. The crowd marked a new record for 
Windsor. Every available space was packed and 
even standing room was at a premium. The associa- 
tion provided a high-class pregram for the occasion. 
Besides the $1,200 Windsor Stakes at one mile and 
an eighth, there was a steeplechase over the short 
course and two handicaps, one at six furlongs and 
another at one mile and three-sixteenths. A purse 
of $700 was added to the former and $r,00 to the 
latter. The fields in a majority of instances were 
made up of the best horses on the ground and 
stirring sport resulted. In two of the races, new 
track records were established by the winners. Carl- 
ton G. took a second and three-fifths from the track 
record for one mile and three-sixteentlis. while 
Question Mark established a new mark for the mile 
and an eighth when he ran in 1:51ft. Question Mark, 
at his best just now, showed keen speed from start 
to finish. He set a fast pace throughout and won 
in impressive fashion by a comfortable margin. 
This marked his third successive victory and as the 
stake was with selling allowances, many looked 
for a runup. Question Mark is said to have a 
suspicious leg and this no doubt influenced the 
halter men. In his present form, it is doubtful 
if there is. a selling plater here capable of heating 
this horse. Montgomery carried William Garth’s 
colors for the first time in this race. 

William Garth, the Virginia turfman, did some- 
thing at Windsor that probably no other turfnmn 
ever accomplished before. He saddled the winner 
of every jumping race during the meeting. Today’s 
winner, Andy Chisholm, showed himself to be a 
highly promising fencer. Mr. Garth pronounces him 
the equal of T. S. Martin. Jockey Williams rode all 
the lmrses that Mr. Garth trained, which makes his 
record equal to Garth’s. That is. he rode all the 
winners in races run over the steeplechase course 
here. 

George Odom, whose stables leaves for Kentucky 
tomorrow, wound up his Canadian campaign in fine 
style. He won two races during the afternoon, one 
with Nimbus and another with Tourist. Nimbus 
showed a return to his good form by leading a hand 
of fast horses most of the way in the opening dash, 
while Tourist made a runaway affair of his race. 
McOaliey had the mount on both. Jockey .T. Wilson 
also piloted two winners. Question Mark and Frog- 
IWB. 

Lon Johnson was much pleased with jockey Bell’s 
handling of Carlton G. and complimented the lad 
after in* dismounted. “You followed my instructions 
to the letter and that is something that few riders 
do nowadays,” said Johnson. Bell, b> r the way, is 
improving right along.

Sam Louis has purchased the half interest that 
Louis Martino owned in the horse Grasmere. 

J. W. Flynn has re-purchased The Golden Butter- 
fly. which Sam Louis claimed from him. 

George Odom. Richard F. Carman. J. B. Respess, 
Henderson A Hogan. J. S. Ward, P. Knebelkamp, 
F. ,J. Pons. Lon Johnson, Homer H. Selhy, W. W. 
Darden and Edward W. Heffner have arranged to 
ship at once to Lexington and Louisville.

THOMAS WELSH IS WIDENER TRAINER. 

Baltimore. Md.. September 4. — -Thomas Welsh, it 
appears, will not train horses in France for Frank 
Gould. J. Howard Lewis brings word from Phila- 
delphia that Welsh has been engaged by J. E. Wide- 
ner. Mr. Wideuer has sent to Mr. Lewis for the 
last two broodmares left at his farm near Oganz, 
Pa., and with the order came a letter telling that 
Welsh had entered thfc wealthy Philadelphian’s 
employ. Mr. Wideuer. it seems, is going in for 
racing on the flat ns well as steeplechasing in 
France. Last year he spent $: 10.000 for yearlings 
which did not develop much quality, but. not in the 
least discouraged, lie is putting $40,000 in youngsters 
this season. Welsh will break Mr. Widener’s year- 
lings this fall at the Philadelphian's private track 
in France and race them next season. He also will 
hereafter handle the Widener fencers. 

The mares Mr. I**wis has orders to ship to France 
are Froward, a sister to Sir Lynuewood. and Per- 
formance. a daughter of Troubadour that has thrown 
half a dozen winners. Among the famous mares 
Mr. Widener already has in France are Colonial Girl, 
the daughter of Meddler and Springtide, which de 
feated Ilermis in the $50,000 World’s Fair Handicap 
at St. Louis in 1904. and Wallflower. Mr. Widener 
sent word that the jumpers.

Maj. Foxhall A. Daitigcrfield. member of the Ken- 
tucky Stat 1 * Racing Commission, under whose rnan- 
| agement James K. Keoue’s Castleton Stud has 
turned out scores of famous racers, contributes to 
the Thoroughbred Record a vigorous letter comment- 
ing u|K>n the directors’ liability law and other 
I enactments of the New York Legislature at Albany 
from 1JHKS to 1910. It is herewith reproduced for 
I the edification of Daily Racing Form readers: 

“That men possessed of the necessary means to 
purchase the l>est of earth’s tltoroughhred horses 
will not so invest it unless conditions are such as 
to justify the belief or hope that they may recoup 
their investment in money or unembarrassed sport, 
needs no proof. 

“That no one worthy of breeding so noble and 
valuable an animal as tlie thoroughbred horse, should 
aim lower than the very best i>osslbly attainable, is 
equally true. 

“That the sport and the work of the world has 
been brightened and lightened by tin* horse more 
than by any outdoor adjunct or agency, few men, 
with red blood in their veins, will deny. 

“That the thoroughbred (English thoroughbred) 
of the component blood of Arab. Barb and Turk, 
has been more potent than all other Infusions com- 
bined iu the establishment of the saddle horse, 
trotter. coach horse and all utility classes, few will 
he found to deny. 

“That without this horse of highest type the park 
horse and hunter would have been impossible or 
‘highly improbable.* 

“That without the thoroughbred with his uniform 
inheritance of the square walk, trot and canter (or 
gallop) the uniformity of gait necessary in all 
horses in a troop of cavalry or a battery of artillery 
would he unattainable and their exhibition in man- 
ouvres a farce. This was demonstrated in tin* 
recent international trials, where the nations which 
have purchased at the largct known prices the great- 
est racers of the world and conducted and fostered 
the racing of their progeny, stood first. The exhibit 
of our own country by comparison with such coun- 
tries. being deplorable. 

“The legislature of New York by enactments 
adverse to racing and the broediug interests, passed 
1908-1910, has balked all efforts at the improve- 
ment of these conditions. Under the guise of 
’legislation against gambling,’ in which all of the 
gigantic and some minor enterprises of purely specu- 
lative character embracing none of the fresh air 
and glorious exhiliration of the race course, hut all 
of the temptations attributed to it, were omitted 
from the list of ‘places’ and occupations legislated 
against, this appears. Does this deceive* anyone as 
to their intent to destroy racing? Does anyone 1**- 
lieve the blow was meant for gambling and not for 
the destruction of the specific sjmrt of racing. Do 
not the reformers 'compound for sins they are in- 
clinetl to, by damning those they have no mind to?* 

“The gambling instiuct is in the man, not in the 
horse. Where a man has tlie Instinct it will find its 
outlet in any oue of ten thousand ways. Many men 
breed and race horses for a lifetime and never 
make a bet. Many intending to hot become interest- 
ed In the horses and forget it, while few or none 
go to a poolroom to place a bet and forgbt to do 
so. Where the inclination to bet exists time, place 
nor circumstance balks it. A physician tells his 
patient he can’t live six hours and the patient re- 
sponds, ‘make the odds right and I’ll bet you I 
live twenty-four.’ 

“When told that the great evangelist, Spurgeon, 
was expected to visit America, a well known gentle- 
man of sporting instincts replied, ‘If he comes. I’ll 
preach Bishop Richard Wllmer against him for 
$20,000 a side, play or pay.’ You can’t tell the con- 
dition that will or will not make a man hot. 

“Regulation, not extirpation, is what is needed in 
the racing conditions. Racing commisisons in some 
of the states have regulated betting to a degree that 
renders its evil tendencies almost negligible — less j 
than most athletic sports or camp meetings. 

“The cry ‘We arc more interested in breeding 
letter men than in breding better horses,” as an 
excuse for an enactment so drastic and unprecedent- 
ed In civilized legislation as the directors’ liability 
amendment to Section 9711 of the Penal Code, seems 
disingenuous and puerile. 

“Better breed letter men by giving them bettor 
fathers. How do you know, for the matter of 
that, whether your man was si better man by his 
abstinence from what he could not do? 

“Such laws destroy lioth the power and the ful- 
crum for the building of character. It is the re 
sistanee of evil against strong temptation that 
builds and proves character. 

“If it were necessary for ug of Kentucky to offer

Archibald B. Ilooscvclt. youngest son of the former 
president, was here for the Hunts meeting with 
('apt. .Tames Shelley of the cavalry, who rode in the 
army races each day of the meeting. Captain Shelley 
is a connection of the Roosevelts by marriage. His 
wife was Miss Christine Roosevelt, a niece of the 
president. Captain Shelley hails from Alabama and 
he entered the regular service as a lieutenant after 
having served in (hiba and the Philippines as a 
volunteer. He is a manly chap, a famous shot and 
a daring and skillful rider. Later on lie is to take 
charge for the government, of the famous thorough- 
bred stallions, Octagon and Henry of Navarre, which 
August Belmont presented to the army last winter. 

The United States government horses and those 
owned by army officers show marked improvement 
over their early spring racing. That the officers in 
charge of the training of the collection are gaining 
knowledge of the training methods pursued by pro- 
fessional horsemen iu so short a period is creditable 
to a marked degree. The army, officers now have a 
much better understanding of pace than when they 
first participated In the saddle on the race courses 
and through the steeplechase fields of the eastern 
tracks. 

MORE HORSES FOR BLUE BONNETS. 

Montreal, Que.. September 4. — Three carloads of 
horses have arrived from Saratoga, including the 
strings of Bartlett McLennan, D. Lome Gibbon. II. 
F,. MacDougal and Thomas Clyde, and It. T. Wilson's 
steeplechaser, Bnishbroom. There are now 250 horses 
here. More will arrive on Tuesday from Windsor, 
two special trains being scheduled to leave that 
point on Monday night. 

There will Ik* a good class of jumpers at Blue 
Bonnets this fall as. l*esides those now Facing at 
*Windsor, there will be those that have been stabled 
here all summer and others to come from Saratoga. 
A. Ilenry lliggiuson. who races his string under the 
Horn de course of “Mr. Chetlaud,’* will ship his 
string here early next week. He will himself ar- 
rive in Montreal on the morning of the opening of 
the meeting. Saturday. September 9.

an apology for entering a protest against the re- 
taining on the statute hooks of New York a law 
which lias driven from Kentucky nine-tenths of her 
thoroughbreds since 3908, and reduced by a like per 
cent, the value of those remaining, that apology 
would Ik* found in the fact that (he major part of 
the Blue Grass region of Kentucky is owned in fee 
simple, or held under long leases by citizens of New 
York. 

“The use of our lands for stock raising has hith- 
erto been most profitable, and its use has annually 
added to its- fertility and value. Cut off from this 
industry we must resort to the culture of liemp and 
tobacco — crops which in three years will deplete 
more than fifty years of grazing and feeding upon it 
lias enriched. 

“The legislation against racing in New York .has 
already obliterated, directly and indirectly, hundreds 
of millions of values in those United States. Will 
she continue to do this despite to the nation for the 
sake of producing a few insipid nonentities who 
never did wrong because they couldn’t? 

“Personal liberty is essentially the ‘course* on 
which your youth must Ik* tried out as the turf is 
that upon which your colt must prove his prowess. 
Without these tests we will know nothing of the 
merit of either. 

“The attendance at race courses lias, in my limited 
ol>servation, compared favorably with equal aggrega- 
tions of humanity assembled for anj* purpose — poli- 
tics. religion or sport. 

“While liorse racing and fox hunting, indulged in 
by the cavaliers, were at an early date in this coun- 
try condemned by the Ihiritans (probably as waste 
of time which might have been spout to the glory 
of God in the burning of witches), George Wash- 
ington was not deterred from becoming one of the 
most enthusiastic and best riders to bounds, and the 
largest winning owner on tin* turf iu America in one 
or more years, and since the time of the immortal 
George many decent p<*oplo have been patrons of 
racing, in spite of the defective memory of some of 
the advocates of the Draconian hills on the New 
York statute books. 

“The race between Grey Eagle and Wagner was 
witnessed by Clay, Crittenden and Porter. 1 hope 
none of them had a bet down.” 

The Farmers and Merchants’ Mutual Assistance 
League of New Y'ork has issued the following bul- 
letin: 

“It seems as if iu this the twentieth century all 
sports should be equally protected under the law. 
In New York State it is impossible to hold race 
meetings at the metropolitan tracks. It is an an- 
omaly for the state to apjioiut a State Racing Com- 
mission to allot dates for races and then have a law 
enacted which sends a director to prison if two 
friends make a verbal bet on his track — and you may 
he sure the reformists would lie there to do it! 

“A great deal has been said about driving the rich 
owners to Europe, hut there are five times as many 
left who are not rich and who love the sport. Many 
young men have come into racing since the cost of 
yearlings has receded from the prohibitive prices of 
former years. It is safe to predict that if the 
directors’ liability law is repealed there will be a 
still greater number of owners In racing, although 
the large stables may go to Europe. 

“Most of these men have the keenest knowledge 
of horse flesh. Many train, their own horses and love 
the sport entirely aside from any betting proposi- 
tion. 

“A large number of owners have been offered 
large sums for their horses by riA men in Europe 
and have refused to sell because, although the ex- 
liense of shipping from Kentucky to Canada and the 
Interval of a week between the meetings ur** ruinous, 
they hope that some relief will come and that they 
will he enabled another year to race at Belmont, 
Saratoga. Sheepshead, etc. Our friends in Canada 
would come here to visit and, whereas in the past 
flu* rieli stakes were usually won by the big stables 
the small owners now would have just as good a 
chance and the s|>ort would lie on a lietter footing 
than ever before. 

“The truest lovers of racing are still left in this 
country, besides the loyal New York sportsmen, the 
Kentuckians. Virginians, Baltimoreans, many from 
Tennessee, Pennsylvania and Canada. All of them 
have come year after year to New York to enjoy the 
spring and autumn meetings and to Saratoga in Au- 
gust. 

“The financial loss to the State of New York is 
very great. People from the west and soutli used 
to come to New York to go to the races and theaters 
and do their shopping. Now they go to Europe.”

BIG HOLIDAY THRONG AT HAWTHORNE. 

Arrest of Prominent Labor Official May Lead to 
Test of Illinois Law. 

Some 15.000 people wit named the decision of yes- 
terday's holiday card at Hawthorne track, when tha 
two-days meeting under the auspices of the Chicago 
Business Agents' Association was brought to a sue 
cessful close. Enthusiasm over the thoroughbred 
rau high. .Sheriff Zimmer’s deputies were on hand 
as on the previous day to enforce the law against 
betting, and arrested Peter Sliaughnessv, president 
of the Chicago Business Agents’ Association, which 
conducted the Hawthorne meeting, after the first 
race on a charge of betting with Tom McHugh. 515 
Thirty-ninth street, Chicago. The latter was also 
taken into custody, Shaughnessy pleaded with Chief 
Deputy Sheriff Peters to release him. hut in vain. 
He immediately arranged for the services of Walter 
A. Lantz as attorney and announced that he intended, 
to fight to the bitter end. Other men arrested were 
George Steers. 7143 Lafayette avenue, and F. B, 
Storm. 102 West Seventy -second avenue, Chicago. 
All were taken to Riverside and a thorough test of 
the Illinois law affecting betting may result. 

The racing was spirited and seemingly was hugely 
enjoyed by the big crowd in attendance. ’The horse* 
that participated in it will bo shipped back to Ken- 
tucky forthwith.
